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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The double patenting rejection of record is overcome in light of applicants' filing of a 
terminal disclaimer on 10/18/02. 

The following rejection is non-final in light of the new grounds of rejection as set forth 

below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 8 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 1 and 21 recite that the decorated vitreous article is subjected to an elevated 
temperature that is "higher than about 90 °C". It is the examiner's position that this phrase fails 
to satisfy the written description requirement under the cited statute since there does not appear 
to be a written description requirement of the cited phrase in the application as originally filed, In 
re Wright, 866 F.2d 422, 9 USPQ2d 1649 (Fed. Cir. 1989) and MPEP 2163. Applicant has not 
pointed to any portion of the specification, and examiner has not found any support for this 
phraseology in the specification as originally filed. 
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The present application is a continuation of 09/479,590. Applicants' attention is drawn to 
MPEP 201 .07 which states that for a continuation application, the "disclosure presented in the 
continuation must be the same as that of the original application; i.e. the continuation should not 
include anything which would constitute new matter if inserted in the original application". 
While there is support in the present specification for the recitation that the decorated vitreous 
article is subjected to an elevated temperature that is 90 to 200 °C, there is no support for the 
recitation of temperature that is "higher than about 90 °C" which includes all temperatures above 
about 90 °C. That is, the recitation of temperatures "higher than about 90 °C" includes 
temperatures greater than 200 °C such as 250 °C, 300 °C, etc. for which there is no support in the 
present specification. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

(a) Claim 1 recites that the decorated vitreous article is subjected to an elevated 
temperature which is higher than about 90 °C until "the ink is sufficiently adhered to the vitreous 
article". The scope of the claim is confusing because it is not clear what is meant by 
"sufficiently". When is the ink considered "sufficiently" adhered to the article? What level or 
measure of adherence to the vitreous article must the ink achieve to be considered "sufficiently" 
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adhered? The phrase is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. 

(b) Claims 1 and 21 each recite that the decorated vitreous article is subjected to an 
elevated temperature which is "higher than about 90 °C". The scope of the claim is confusing in 
light of the use of "about", because it is not clear what temperatures are encompassed by this 
phrase.
